Fall of the Pekin Legations. 


A Brave but Hopeless Fight Against Over- 
whaiming Odds. The Defenders Kill 
their Wives and Children to Save Them 
from a Worse Fate. The Cruelest Story 
since the Days of Cawnpore. 


Winnipeg, July 16 0. 

Shanghai, July 15th: The first de- 
tails af the massacre of the foreizn 
ministers at Pekin came to-night. 
Aiter being repeatedly repulsed by the 
foreigners, Prince Tuan made a 
nizgbt attack on July 6th, in three cole 
umns with artillery and finally batter- 
ed down the walls. The foreigners, 
when defeat was ceriain kiJled all the 
wonten and children so they migh: not 
meeta worse fate at the hands pi the 
fiendish Boxers. 
ed hollow squares with women and 
chikiren in the centre and tried to 
fight their way out to the gates. It 
was irapossible. Those the guards nad 
not cut down were roasted to death 
in the building, which the Chinese 
burned. After finishing the butchery 
of foreigners the Boxers and the im- 
perial troops set upon the native 
Christians and all were put to death 
after most horrible torture. 

Shanghai, July 15th: An official 
telegram was received tonight from 
the governor of Shanghai in regard 
to the legations at Pekin, stating that 
a breach was made in the wall ater 
a gallant defence and all the amrauni-. 
tion had given out. All the foreigners 
were killed. 

London, July 16th: The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Daily Mail says: 
“[ can assert positively that the Chin- 
ese authorities had dreadiul news from 
Pekin a week ago and that Sheng 
knew all foreigners in Pekin were dead 
when he asked the American consu! to 
cable Washington a proposal to de- 
liver foreigners in safety at Tien Tsin 
on condition that the powers would 

uspend their operasions to the north 


of Pekin.—Correspondent adds cer- 
tain details of affairs at Pekin after 
June 25th. According to his _ story 


the members of the legation made daily 
ties sometimes by nizhi, and_ so 
successfully as to compel the Chinese to 
retreat from the vicinity. These re- 
verses had disheartening effect up- 
on the Chinese and there soon began 
to be open signs of disaffection fol- 
lowed by desertions to Prince Chings 
rmy, which was endeavoring to co+ 
operate with the besieged. Ultimate- 
ly Prince Tuan decided to make a fight 
iack in three powerful columns. At 

§ o'clock on the mw.orning of July 36, 
siys the correspondent, fire was open- 
ed with artillery upon the British le- 
gatiow where the foreigners were. For 
two -hours the walls wera battered 
with shot and sbell and huge kreaches 
‘re made in them. Then a general 
advance was ordered and the Chinese 
infantry, volleying constantly. moved 
owards the gaps. The fire of the de- 
fenders, however, Was SO accurate and 
idy that the hordes of Chinese sol- 

rs and Boxers broke and fled in 
confusion, leaving large numbers dead 
nd wounded around the legation. They 
could not be rallied uxtil they were@ut

letter of acceptance Mr. Scott states 
his political position as follows: 

“T feel justified in taking it for 
granted that I will be expected tefact 
as a supporter of the present govern- 


ment, but independent and untram- 
melled by any consideration other than 
the best interests of this riding and 
the Territories as a whole in partioular 
and the Dominion of Canada in gen- 
eral. I have to confess the crime of 
being young, and it may perhaps prove 
fortunate that example has been set 
in the present parliament which any 
Northwest constituency might safely 
ask its representatives to profit by. 
Three of the Yerritorial members are 
on general lines upholders of the ad- 
ministration, but when in their opin- 
ion any particular action or intent- 
ion of the government affecting - or 
respecting the West is not best cal- 
culated to promote the interests of the 
Territories, they both speak and vote 
ancording to ths dictates of their own 
judgment rather than at the behest 
of party affiliations or leaders. In 
event af election I should deem it my 
duty to follow such exampis. I do not 
mean that I should be expected on 
every question to see eye to eye évith 
any particular member or group of 
members, but it is my belief that @ny 
representative of the Territories in the 
Dominion parliament can only pro- 
perly fulfil the duties of the very 
responsible position by keeping the 
interests of his constituents, individu- 
ally and collectively, first 
thoughts continuously rather than the 
interests of party. I do not believe 
that West Assiniboia liberals would 
ask a representative ta shape his 
course by the contrary principle. It 
was with confidence, which I am sure 
was not mistaken, that your conven- 
tion would expect its nomince to bata 
truly independent member o° parlia-

ment, perfectly free to oppose by word 
and vote any action of the liberal party 
or a liberal government that might 
be inimical to the Northwest, that I 
accepted its nominativa without hesi- 
tation or pariey.”

T2 ENCOURAGE SYSTEMATIC SELECTION OF 
SEED. 

To hand is a copy of a ‘pamphlet 
from the Dominien departinco’; of 
agriculture concerning what is known 
as the “Maedonald Sleyd Schco!l Fund.” 
The samphlet is prepared by Commis- 
sioner Robertson and the 
paragraphs explain its object and the 
working of the plan: 


following 


“IT have been authorized by the hon-

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 
The government bill increasing the 


tax on Chinese immigranis from $50 
to $100 was discussed on Monday. The 
increase was generally acceptable to 
the British Columbia members as far 
as it went, but ihey generally declared 
im favor of a higher tax and the in- 
clusion of Japanese with Chinese. Mor- 
rison moved au educational test such 
as exists in Natal, and pointed out 
that Carada as well as Natal was px- 
cluded from the provisions of the trea- 
ty between Britain and Japan. In 
support of Mr. Morrison’s amendment 
Mr. Oliver said in part: 


It is apparently the gener- 
al impression that this is a 
question whigh merely concerns 


British Columbia. I contend that it 
is one which concerns the whole of 
Ganada, and very greatly eastern Can- 
ada—guite as much eastern as western 
Canada. I look upon the matter in 
this way, that the presence of a {Chin 
ese or Japanese laborer in British Co- 
lumbia displaces a citizen from east- 
ern Ganada or some other part cf fhe 
British Empire in that province. I 
look upon the presence of Japanese and 
Chinese laborers in that province as 
objectionable because they menopolize 
a field of labor to which our ‘young 
men, who are compelled to look out- 
side for field of labor, would properly 
and naturally go. In that field these 


'Mongolians establish a condition of 


labor and living that we would? not 
want our young men to go and ¢om- 
pete against, and causes us to rather 
desire that they should go to the MUnit- 
ed States and look for opportunities 
there, than give their mental vigor, 
education and physical strength— 
which is second to none in the ;world— 
to develoring cur own province of Brit- 
ish Columbia and building up our own 
country for our benefit as well as 
theirs. It is said, you cannot get white 
labor in British Columbia. But how 
can you expect to get it when ‘you 
put it in competition with labor un- 
ler conditions that ii could not com- 
pete with, tnat you would not want 

to compete with, and that it would 
not be white labor if it did ):ompete 
with. You do nol want your sons or 
tha sons of your constituents to go 
to British Columbia and compete with 
men who live. as the hon, member ‘for 
New Westminister has said, like pigs. 
If they wou'd compete with these men 
they would have to sleep and eat and 
live as pigs. You do not want them 
to compete with such men and there- 
fore you do nut want to haveruch men 
there. You cannvi have that field for 
tha work and the advantage of your 

ms and daughters if you allow it fo

DOMINION FINANCES FOR THE YEAR 

The revenue for the fiscal year 
which has just closed, was $49,034,597 
compared; with $44,689,156, an 
crease of $1,336,441 over 1899.

penditure shows a surplus of $14,208 - 


197. There are, however, a large num- 
ber of accounts yet to come in ‘which 
will reduce this amount to about $8,- 
000,000. It will be remembered that 
Mr. Fielding predicted a surplus of 
$7,500,000 and this amount will cer- 
tainly he reached. In his Eredictions 
he is generally below the mark so 
that, as already Stated, the surplus on 
the consolidaited fund when applied to 
capital accovnt will not only meet the 
entire expenditure but will leave over 
a million doliars to assist in reducing 
the public debt. The capital expendi- 
ture this year is nearly one million 
less than for the previous year. For 
the month of May the _ revenue: 
increased by about half a milliom 
over May, 1899, while the expenditure 
remained about the same.

of doing so than by giving to the flag 
o2 the French republic the pride 
of place on each of their floating 
structures. Not only had that flag 
the most eminent rosition, but it 
drowned out the British flag and 
that of Canada by its frequency. One 
barge had tweive French, four Brit- 
ish and two American flags, One 
tug had a bouquet of flags with fone 
small Union Jack drowned among 
French flags, with one or two Am- 
ricam. This is a free country, and 
we allow a larger license to pri- 
vate preference than any other 
country under the sun, But when 
it is a department of the national 
government that is making the dis- 


play, decency would have suggested 
something different from what we 
have described. The harbor com- 


mission has ceased to have any exis- 
tence independent of government, 
but even if it were not a_ national 
but a local institution, it would 
still have been guilty of the worst 
taste in this display. We shall, of 
course, be told that this was not the 
taste of the harbor commission, but 
of subordinates, who acted according 
to their own notions. These people 
were, however, acting as agents and 
servants of the harbor commissioners 
and presumably trying to please either 
them or the department of public 
works, whichever they may regard 
as their :naster. Whoever did _ it 
failed to «sxhibit that natural sense 
of what is courteous with which 
those who boast of that flag are 
commonly credited.” 


HUDSON BAY CO. 

Commercial: The annual meeting of 
the Hudson’s Bay Co., was held in Lon- 
don, Eng., on the 3rd inst. The an- 
nual statement showed a _ profit of 
£155,045 1s 9d as compared with 
£125,595 9s 11d last year. The in- 
crease is partly due to the high price 
paid for furs at the last spring tsales. 
The balance carried forward from last 
year was £41,968 9s 9d, making a to 
tal profit of £197,013 11s 6d. Out of 
this sum a dividend equal to 9 1-2 per 
cent was paid, and additions made to 
the reserve and insurance funds and 
te the employees benefit fund. The 
receipts from the instalments, inier- 
est, rents. ete., shown in the land fac- 
ecant amounted to £53,271 12s in com- 
parison with £16,956 4s 7d last year. 
Farm lands sales amounted to 64,598 
acres for $321,702 averaging $4.98 
per acre, as compared with 61,546 acres 
for $300,554. averaging $4.88 per acre 
in 1898-9, and town lots realized 
$54,470 as against $26,330. Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, G. C. 
M. G., the governor, and John Coles, 
members of the board were re-elected.

Tue London Daily Mobil of June 28 
contains the following from Thomas F.

After the Paardeberg disaster the 
Bosrs had a perfect horror of being 
flanked and surrounded. Let them 
have an idea that ». British fonce was 
cetting in their rear. and nothing could 
hold them. i 

At the Sand river the Boer army 
fled suddenly before the attack had de- 
veloped. Some frightened farmers had 
ridden in to tell them that a great 
British flanking colunin, 20,000 stronz, 
Was Sweeping rapidly round to the 
westward. 

We did not know whether that 
flanking column was a reality or a mit 
rage. [t never got in sight or mad: its 
presence felt in any tangibie way. 
But it was a better ally toiLord Rob- 
erts than a hundred thousand fresh 
tireaps. Whether it existed or not, it 
became a fixed and certain quantity in 
the minds of the Boers. From this 
vision of their imaginations they fled, 
nor could the combined efforts of thein 
generals stop them. 

Within two hours after this report 
spread along the line every position 
had been abandoned, and the entire 
Boer army was in full flight—a: flight 
that nothing but the Vaal way to 
check. :

Early during the engagement a¥ 
Sand river my horse had fallen a vic- 
tim to the ubiquitous shrapnel. As a 
eonsequence my retreat began under 


reached the station at Ventersburg 
just as the last train ont—a hospital 
ttrain—was starting. 

In company with a couple of hun- 
dred dismounted burghers I stormed 
a train and got to Kreonstad. It was 
after midnight when the train arrived 
there. The town was in confusion. 
The railway employees were straining 
every nerve fo clear the crowded yards 
of rolling stock. Half the houses in the 
town showed lights, and preparations 
for removal were progressing every- 
Where. Burghers were camped in the 
market square and in the streets. The 
Free State government had already 
packed ail the state docwments and re- 
cords to be sent to Lindley, where att 
that time it was expected the capita! 
would be moved. 

Before dawn next morning Presi- 
dent Steyn mounted his horse and 
started out to rally the burghers. An- 
tikipating that a retreat northwards 
would sooner or later become a neces- 
sity, the Free State officials had se- 
lected strong positions te the south of 
Kroonstad, where some attempt had 
been made to throw up entrenchmenis: 
The night retreat had carried a major 
part of the Boers by these positions. 
Already many had crossed the Vaisch 
river and entered Kroonstad. 

The Bosh Rand, which towered up 
out of the plain five miles south pf the 
town, marked the centre of the new 
line of defence. There Botha and De- 
wet stopped with the two or three thow- 
sand men they had managed to con- 
trol and there they were joined by Pre- 
sident Steyn with as many burghers as 
he could turn back. Before noon the 
British, who had followed almost as 
rapidly as the Boers had retreated, ap- 
peared and a desultory artijlery fire 
Was commenced. 

All efforts to induce the burghers to 
stand having failed, General . Botha 
wisely decided to abandon Kroonstad 
and continue the retreat. He held on, 
though severely pressed and threaten- 
ed witha strong flanking | movement, 
until night. By nightfall the town was 
(practically ciear of burghers, and 
everybody who had the desire <« and 
means to get out had gone. The rail- 
road yards were clear, except for f 
train with severai hospital cars, which 
stood ready to pul! out. It only re- 
mained to blow up the two bridges. 
Shortly before 8 o’ciock two loud re- 
ports in quick succession annecunced 
that it had been accomplished 
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President Steyn climbed into a Cape 
cart which baa been held for hours fn 
readiness, and turned his back once 
moze upon, his capital. 

At the railway station the manager, 
a slender man with a grey moustache, 
gave an order. Two of his employees 
disappeared. Presently they returned, 
and the train moved slowly northward. 
General Botha had sent word that the 
British mounted infantry were within 
three miles of the town, and the (rain 
was in danger of being cut off. 

Before it got out of the yardsfa tiny 
jet of flame crept out of ajstatiom wint 
dow, along a piece of wocden gutter, 
and so up to the reof. The station and 
ths outlying warehouses had been fir- 
ed. 


Rapidly the flames spread, and scon 
the whole yards were a roaring, seeth- 
ing mass. There was a full bright 
moon, bui it paled before the fierce red 
glare. 

A shell from an English battery came 
wheezing over, and burst on a Kaffir 
shanty in the suburbs. Another ex- 
ploided in the street in front of ‘the 
Grand hotel. Then another came chas- 
ing the slow-moving train,but failed to 
catch it. 

Extending up the long slope which 
rises from the town was the rear of the 
retreating eolumn, a crawling black 
line on the grey moonlit veldt. in the 
town Gen.Botha and his handfu' cf gal- 
lant men were preparing to bivouac, 
determined to hol3 on till morning in 

order to permit the artillery end am- 
munition train to get well away. 


As the train painfully toiled up the 
steep zrade and over the divide an.oil- 
tank in the burning station exploded,

CHINA AS SEEN FROM WITHIN. 
J. D. Clark, managing director of 


the Shanghai Mereury, and_ repre- 


sentative at Shanghai of the Central 
News Bureau and London Times, re- 


cently arrived in Victoria. In  con- 


versation with a Colonist representa- 
tive. concerning the troubles in China 
Mr. Clark said: 


“When I Jeft China the position was 
very critica] and foreigners and native 
Christians were being massacred in the 
northern provinces, especially in the 
country between Pekin and Tien Tsin. 

“This trouble commenced over twelve 
months ago. In the first place, a secret 
society, known as the Long Knife So- 
ciety, or the Boxers, started. They only 
started in a small way at first, and 
their objegt seemed to be to upholdhe 
present dyrasty. The head of the so 
ciety is supposed to be the father of 
the newly-appointed infant Emperor- 
elect. 


“The insurrection was evidently zot 
up by the officials. It did not take 
long to spread, as it was supported 
secretly by the Empress Dowager. 
Many joined the ranks and their num- 
bers jncreased rapidly. They com- 
menced by murdering native Chris- 
tians and seizing property, and see- 
ing that very little notice was taken 
of these crimes by the officials, they 
began to burn down Christian charels, 
and then to murder foreign mission- 
aries. The press in Shanghai repeatedly 
warned the ministers that this organ- 
ization was spreading and that if a 
stop was not put to the movement 
something serious would happen; but 
very little notiee was taken of the

qwarnings. These Boxers soon assum- 
ed alarming proportions in and around 
Pekin, and they pillaged and burn- 
ed numbers of places of Christian 
worship, murdering nativa Christians 
in all directions, and the officials did 
little or nothing to quell these atro- 
cities. These Boxers are religious fan- 
atics, and befere they are allowed to 
become members they go through cer~ 
tain incantations. They believe they 
are invulnerable to scear thrusts or 
sWord cuts and to bullets. Their weap- 
ons are ,mostly long knives, and in 
the beginning they used very few fire- 
arms. The movement now is some- 
thing more than the mere hate of fur 
eigners and their religion; it is a'gen+ 
uine fanaticism. They believe them- 
selves ta be possessed by some departed 
hero, or the spirit of some beast—such 
as a monkey, fox or tiger—and that 
they are assisted by whatsoever spirit 
they possess. They - ane’ supposedly 
devout and are never known to pass,a 
temple without worshipping, knocking 
their heads on the ground before the 
idols, and some of their heads arerjuite 
swollen by these acts of devotion. In- 
sense has become quite scarce on ac- 
count of their burning such an amount. 
They wear certain marks in their 
clothes so that they are known and 
are not afraid of being seen. In fact, 
they have been drilling openly, not 
only in the country, but in public pla- 
ces in Pekin. They are extremely 
cruel to all their victims, and think 
nothing of maltreating women, girls, 
old people and even small children. 


“Had the movement been nipped in 
the bud, none of this trouble would 
have taken place, but it was encourag- 
ed by those in power from the Empress 
Dowager downwards, and now millions 
of Chinese actually believe that the 
time has come when aJl foreigners will 
be expelled from China. The Boxers 
were only prevented from atiacking 
‘Tien Tsin through believing the Brit- 
ish marines had a machine gun which 
would kill several hundred a minute. 
As you already know, these Boxers 
have succeeded in partly destroying the 
railway between Pekin and Tier Tsin, 
and that numbers of men belonging 
to the different powers had been land- 
ed and had gone to Pekin, and that 
the men-of-war of different nation- 
alities had gathered outside Tien Tsin, 
and after being fired on by the Taku 
forts had attacked and captured them, 
the Chinese fleeing. When I left 
China, guards from the different war 
vessels were pouring into Tien Tsin. 

“After ihe movement had assumed 
serious proportions, the foreign min- 
isters had a meeting, when they in- 
formed the Chinese government that 
if they did not put down the Boxers 
the powers would do so themselves; but 
it becarne evident that the higher of- 
ficials were in collusion with the Box- 
ers in a gigantic anti-foreign crusade. 
The native minds in some places are 
inconceivably excited, and nothing is 
too preposterious for them to believe. 
Some even believe the Boxers can fly, 
spit fire, and even the most sensible 
of the Chinese believe the Boxers are 
immune to steel and iron, and the int 
fection was running to craziness. 
They are sure that miracles can be 
performed. 

“The reaction will soon set in, if it 
has net already done so,and then these 
Boxers will be discredited as much 
as they are now exalted, and it will 
be a hard job for anyon? to acknow? 
ledge that he has been a Boxer. There 
were hundreds of ruffians in Pekin 
and Tien Tsin who were eager for 
slaughter, and were patiently waiting 
for the fray to commence. Many are 
of opinion that Russia is leaning to- 
wards the Empress Dowager, that she 
was pleased to see that the trouble had 
taken place, and that she had already 
30,000 or 40,000 soldiers ready to march 
onto Pekin. However, the powers had 
taken the matter in hand, and when I 
left China it was thought that British, 
American and Japanese troops would 
soon be on their way to Pekin. How- 
ever, it is very evident that the Em- 
press Dowager was looking to Russia 


for help in case of need. Affairs will 
not settle down in Ohina until the/‘Em- 
press Dowager is dispossessed of all 
power and the rightful Emperor placed 
on the throne again. The sooner the 
powers see their way to do this’ the 
better it will be for China and tthe 
world at large.” :
